A similar example in silver from our Sale 63 realised $9,500 (lot 528) 
and there wasn't a specimen represented in the most important Dr. John 
M .Chapman Collection. In 1856 Julius H ogarth of the Sydney firm H ogarth 
& Erichsen, was commisioned to cut dies and strike medals - six gold, six 
silver and twelve bronze - for M ajor General (later Sir) Edward M acarthur, 
Lieutenant Governor of Victoria and eldest son of wool pioneer John 
M acarthur. Ludwig Becker, the German artist, who died five years later on 
the Burke & Wills, expedition, had a hand in designing the medals. They 
were to be awarded ‘for distinguished merit in the arts, either of peace or 
war'. James M acarthur of Camden arranged the whole transaction which 
cost £300. The motto in Latin reads ‘either in war Victoria or in peace’, 
the first motto of the colony. (M yatt, Australian Coins, Notes & M edals, 
Sydney 1980, pp 177-8).

An account of the award presentation was published on page 4 of The 
Argus (M elbourne) on 3 June 1870. It states, ‘A meeting of the members of 
the University Rowing Club took place at the Freemasons’ H otel last night. 
The chair was occupied by Professor Irving, the president of the club. The 
chairman presented an illuminated address, signed by all the officials of the 
club and 30 members, to M r. John Johnstone, on his retiring from the club. 
T headdress was accompanied by a handsomesilver-mounted inkstand. M r. 
Johnstone briefly returned his thanks. T he pewters presented by the president 
for the trial fours were then given, the following being the winning crew 
:-R. W. Pennefather, C. Taylor, R. D. Pinnock, J. G. Black, and D. Wilkie, 
cox. The medals for the Upper Yarra scratch fours were then presented, 
the recipients being M essrs. Johnstone, Pinnock, and Colles. The challenge 
oars were then presented to the winners, M essrs. Hope and Wilkie. These 
oars were given by the president seven years ago, the conditions being that 
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they were to be won four times. Since the time these oars have been in the 
club there have been three races annually for them. As M essrs. Hope and 
Wilkie have been the victors four times, the oars remain their property. A 
vote of thanks was passed to the president for his liberality in presenting the 
prizes. In returning thanks, the president said the rowing he had witnessed 
that day would not have disgraced the college crews of either Cambridge or 
Oxford. He thought a pewter was the proper form for a rowing trophy to 
take, as there was an affinity between good rowing and good beer. It was 
his intention to make the prize an annual one.’ 


Robert Denham Saint Pinnock, born in 1849 at South Yarra, was the son 
of noted public servant, politician and banker, James Denham Pinnock. He 
graduated in medicine from M elbourne University and later practised as a 
medical doctor at Ballarat. In 1884 he was commissioned surgeon in the 
Victoria Defence Forces retiring asa major in 1901. H edied on 2 April 1902 
at Skipton and is buried in M elbourne General Cemetery.

Sir James M artin (1820-1886) born M idleton, Cork, Ireland, 14th M ay

N oble N umismatics 
will supply purchasers with the required form. Under the 
Commonwealth Protection of M ovable Cultural H eritage 
Act 1986, it is illegal to export these items from Australia 
without an export permit. Please note these regulations apply 
exclusively to Australian shipwreck coins. 


THE ‘BATAVIA’ 


Struck Morning Reef in the Wallabi group of islands 60 
kilometres from the Western Australian coast while en 
route to Java. One of the most infamous of the Western 
Australian shipwrecks. 332 people set off on the voyage 
but only 122 made it to the final destination with the 
majority being murdered (having survived the shipwreck) 
by mutineers. Of the 12 treasure chests on board, 10 were 
said to have been recovered soon after the accident, 1 was 
dispersed in the confusion of the ship hitting the reef and 1 
was unaccounted for.

He became the Grand Prior 
and Imperial Protector of The Sovereign Order of the Orthodox Knights 
H ospitaller of St. John of Jerusalem in 2006, after the death of Grand Prior 
Count Nicholas Bobrinskoy. He had great interest in the humanitarian 
work of the order and officiated at all its services. He also attended several 
historical Romanoff events.

The Commissariat in N ew South Wales was a branch of the Army Commissariat under the control of the Treasury in London. Its activities within the Colony 
were not unlike that of the Reserve Bank of Australia today. This treasury Bill would most likely represent a semi-annual payment to M ajor West. The Bill 
was deposited during the first year of the Bank of N ew South Wales. Bills remained in the Bank's cash tin until the next ship sailed to England. This Bill in 


turn endorsed by Captain J oseph James who sailed the Brig Daphine to Capetown, Cape of Good H ope and traded the Bill for much needed goods to bring 
to the Colony.

N otes issued by the New South Wales Police Fund are well known (see

by Mira (Coinage and Currency in N ew South Wales 1788-1829 etc.), on 
058, but these had never previously been described and illustrated. 


Edward Foord Bromley (1777-1836) was a naval surgeon who arrived in 
Australia as surgeon-superintendent in M arch 1816. In N ovember 1818 the 
secretary of state appointed him N aval Officer at H obart Town. He went 
back to England and returned to H obart in February 1820 and took up the 
position of treasurer of the Police Fund at a salary of £60. Healso becamea 
magistrate and a foundation shareholder in the Bank of Van Diemen’s Land. 
H owever he is remembered chiefly for a spectacular misappropriation of 
colonial funds which was finally discovered in 1824. 


Although Lieut-Governor Sorell approved his administration and his many 
friends supported him after his suspension, the evidence of the inquiry 
revealed incredible laxness and inefficiency. The degree of his personal guilt 
was never established and it seems likely that his convict clerk, Bartholomew 
Broughton, participated in the embezzlement. A varied career followed and 
he died in the M arine infirmary at Woolwich in England on 29 June 1836. 


Only two specimens of the Van Diemen’s Land Police Fund notes areknown 
to exist in private hands and these examples probably form part of his 
misappropriation of treasury funds.

The Coson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius C aesar, was raising troopsin northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king's name 
Coson appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example. Coson's coin type 
makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre 
and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted 
Caesar's assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with 
his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus himself in 54 
B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin kings and 
founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. T his design 
thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican traditions.

The find of early electrum coins as a foundation deposit in the earliest temple 
at Ephesus included numerous third staters of this type.

The lion's head was the dynastic badge, and this 
manner of representation, with the herringbone mane and ‘wart' on nose, 
was introduced into Greek art from Assyria in the second half of the seventh 
century B.C. It is one of, if not the earliest example of ancient coinage that 
utilises a design of sometypeon the obverse.

Nero Claudius Drusus, also known as Drusus Senior, was the younger 
brother of the emperor Tiberius. Born in 38 B.C., he was brought up in the 
household of Augustus and later married Antonia, the daughter of M ark 
Antony and Augustus’ sister O ctavia. The couple had two sons, Germanicus 
and the future emperor Claudius. Drusus wasa brilliant general, and in 12 BC 
Augustus entrusted him with the overall command of the projected conquest 
of Germany. Unfortunately, tragedy struck in 9 BC when the twenty-nine 
year-old general expired in summer encampment following a fall from his 
horse. H e was succeeded in the German command by his brother Tiberius. 
N o coinage was issued in the name of Nero Claudius Drusus until half a 
century after his death. On the accession to the throne of his younger son 
Claudius, a commemorative coinage was instituted by the new emperor 
honouring both his father and his mother, the latter only recently deceased 
at the age of seventy-three. T hese were struck in gold, silver, and orichalcum, 
and the precious metal denominations of Drusus celebrate his victories in 
Germany (DE GERMANIS). This aureus type shows an arrangement of 
arms together with a legionary vexillum.

The Brettii were an indigenous Italian people who emerged in southern Italy 
in the mid-fourth century BC.

A COLLECTION OF ROMAN & ROMAN 
PROVINCIAL COINS 


This collection was formed by an avid coin collector from 
H ungary from the 1930s to the 1950s. A meticulous record 
of the coins was made by the original owner with rubbings 
and photosin threelarge volumes compiled in the H ungarian 
language. 


The collection was sold to a partnership in 1987-8 and 
the present cataloguer was commissioned to catalogue 
the majority of the Roman coins and some of the Greek 
Provincial coins except those from Egypt. The commission 
was completed with a photo and description made of 
every coin which filled 15 large aloum volumes. The sheet 
describing each coin will be availableto any purchaser of that 
coin after the completion of thesale. In addition the present 
cataloguer was asked to add additional Roman Republican 
coins to the collection and those coins have their pedigree 
added to the catalogue description. 


Thecatalogue following is arranged differently to the normal 
N obleN umismatics pattern, and will follow that description 
provided on the numbered coin illustrated sheets with the 
serial number being added to the end of the lot description 
in italics. 


The collection was catalogued using Sear's 4th revised 
edition of Roman Coins and their values published in 
1988. The Greek Imperial coins mainly from Alexandria 
in Egypt have references to Dattari (D) and have, wherever 
possible, additional references including the collection of the 
Ashmolean M useum by J.G.M ilne and the collection of the 
University of Koln catalogues by Angelo Geissen.

Rifles for the defence our Queen and country, thereby setting an example to the rest of the colony of N ew South Wales, 1861" (note there are slight variances 
between the actual inscription and that published in the newspaper - journalistic licence excuses this). 


M any of our readers may remember that M r. M 'Cook was, some years ago, Inspector of policein Sydney, and took a lively interest in establishing the volunteer 
corps that was formed in this city at that time. H e was so convinced of the value and necessity of the volunteer movement that, since he accepted the office of 
chief constable of Penrith, he has been indefatigable in his endeavour to raise a corps in that locality. All who were present at the review must have remarked 
the steadiness and solidity with which the gallant little band from Penrith, who marched in front in their grey uniforms, went through the manoeuvres of 
the day; and, without making any invidious distinction we may safely say that they did not attract the least share of public attention on that occasion. If the 
Penrith men have made such progress in the art of war as may well entitle them to the admiration of their fellow townsmen, it is to Mr. William M 'Cook 
they are indebted for their efficiency. '

‘On the evening of the 19th July 1945, a Liberator with a compliment of 
twelve, including senior Royal N aval Officers, crashed a short distancefrom 
M ascot drome, immediately after take off. 


The fuselage came to rest beneath a viaduct over M uddy Creek and burst 
into flames. Blazing petrol spread over the water in which the wreck was 
partially submerged - entirely surrounding it with an area of fire. 


M r. Knowles who lives nearby rushed to the scene of thecrash and, unaided 
extricated one body from the wreckage and with some assistance extricated 
two more. After removing the third body, Knowles wasin such an exhausted 
condition as a result of burns, immersion and carbon monoxide poisoning 
that he collapsed. 


Thecourage and utter disregard of personal safety displayed by M r. Gordon 
K nowles is deserving of the highest praise. 


The condition of M r. Gordon Knowles, 25, who madean heroic attempt to 
rescue some of thecrew and passengers from the blazing planeis still serious. 
H eis suffering from burns and shock. 


The Commander-in-Chief of the British Pacific Fleet (Admiral) Sir Bruce 
Fraser sent the following letter to Mr. Knowles. 


‘Besides the crew, the aircraft carried a number of Royal N avy men who 
were personally Known to me and | want to thank you on behalf of the 
Royal N avy in the Pacific for your very gallant action and disregard of your 
Own personal safety. ' 


Royal Shipwreck Relief H umane Society of N.S.W. citation: 


‘On 19th July 1945, after an R.A.F. transport plane crashed into a muddy 
creek, near M ascot Airport, at night, Mr. Knowles made heroic attempts to 
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rescue some of the passengers and crew. 


Regardless of his personal safety, repeatedly entered and dived into the 
Petrol-Flaming water in his brave efforts to reach the victims of the tragic 
accident. 


M r. Knowles was later taken to hospital suffering from shocks and burns.' 


Bronze M edals of the Society were presented to Charles Snook, | ames I vey, 
and Edward Beatty, who showed outstanding courage at the same tragedy. 


St John Bronze LifeSaving M edal citation: 


Gordon Knowles (Sydney, N .S.W., Brigade O verseas), for endeavouring to 
save the crew of a R.A.F. aeroplane which had crashed at Sydney. All the 
men were burnt to death and Knowles was badly injured.’ 


(Note: Gordon Knowles was a member of St George Volunteer M otor 
Transport Ambulance). 


A newspaper account of the incident went into more detail when it reported 
as follows; 


‘Twelve men were killed when an RAF Transport Command plane crashed 
into a concrete bridge spanning Cooks River North, Brighton, early this 
evening. Up to alate hour eleven of the bodies had been recovered. A terrific 
explosion shook the neighbourhood when the plane struck the bridge. 
Residents two miles away said houses trembled and doors and windows 
rattled. Some eye witnesses said that the plane exploded in mid-air, but 
generally it was thought the explosion occurred when the craft first struck 
a clump of trees, the tops of which were cut as though by a knife. 


Thetragedy occurred in the midst of a vast expanse of parkland. Immediately 
it crashed, the plane burst into flame, and the wreckage burned for several 
hours Great clouds of smoke brightly tinted by the flames belched upward 
from the river. The tragedy was marked by heroic efforts of a civilian and 
a fireman who were among the first to arrive and who made valiant efforts 
to bring bodies to the bank of the river. The civilian was Gordon Knowles 
of Arncliffe. 


Risking his life, he crawled along a girder of the bridge and plunged into the 
river when he saw the body of one of the victims. W hile he was doing this, 
a flare from the wreckage exploded and he was struck on the head by the 
missile. He gamely stuck to his task however, and brought the body ashore. 
With the assistance of a fireman and two other civilians he succeeded in 
bringing two other bodies to the bank of the river. The wreckage was burning 
fiercely and the heat was terrific. The glow in the sky from the fire could be 
seen for many miles. Knowles gave up his heroic efforts only when he fell 
exhausted and had suffered poisoning from carbon monoxide fumes.’

This medal was specially struck by the firm, A.W. Dobie and Company of 
Perth, W.A., to mark the occasion of Queen Victoria's 60th year of reign, her 
Diamond J ubilee. It was decided that each member of the Police Force of long 
service and good character should receive a commemorative medal of either 
gold or silver, according to their rank. Sergeants and below received silver 
while gold was awarded to Sub-Inspectors, Inspectors and one to a civilian, 
a Chief Clerk & Accountant with the Service. Of the ten gold medals issued, 
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only two have been sighted in the market, namely that issued to Inspector 
E.G. Back and this one to Sub-Inspector W.C. Lawrence which was last sold 
by us 24 years ago and has been in this private collection ever since. 


William C. Lawrence, Superintendent, the second in command of the Western 
Australia police force, was born at Bunbury on 4 June 1848, and educated 
at the same school at which the late Premier, Sir John Forrest, received his 
education. In July 1871 Mr. Lawrence joined the force and the records of 
his official career in the departmental books are without one single black 
mark against him during the whole of his thirty years of service. Three 
years after he joined the force Constable Lawrence was promoted to the 
position of lance-Corporal, a rank that has since been abolished. In 1875 
he became first-class constable, in 1879 corporal, in 1880 lance-corporal, 
in 1882 sergeant, in 1884 acting sub-inspector of the Perth District and 
detective department. He then received the rank of first-class sergeant, his 
appointment to which was followed in 1885 by promotion to the rank of 
sub-inspector in charge of the detective department. In 1893 Mr Lawrence 
became inspector and in 1900 he reached the highest rank in the service 
outside the position of Commissioner - that of Superintendent. M r. Lawrence 
retired at the age of 64 in 1912. 


Superintendent Lawrence was one of the first to visit the M urchison District, 
whither he was dispatched in search of two brothers, Clarkson, who 
attempted to travel overland with a number of horses and cattle. They had, 
it was found, been killed by a tribe of cannibal blacks, but M r. Lawrence 
was successful in obtaining the bones of the murdered brothers and returning 
with them to the capital. It formed part of the superintendent's duties from 
timeto time to investigate charges of cruelty to aboriginals by white settlers. 
W hile making these enquiries and framing his reports Mr. Lawrence was 
stationed at Roebourne, whence he was transferred to Kimberley to assist 
in the dispersal of a tribe of blacks which had become exceedingly lawless 
owing to the immunity from capture enjoyed by two notorious aboriginals 
named 'Pigeon' and ‘Captain’, who had committed numerous murders and 
robberies. 'Pigeon' was ultimately shot, 'Captain' arrested and sentenced to 
death, and the blacks restored to submission.

Sir H ugh Raymond Guy Poate(1884-1961), surgeon, was born on 16 J anuary 
1884 at Summer Hill, Sydney. H e graduated in medicine at Sydney University 
in 1907 and was commissioned in the Australian Army M edical Corps in 
1909. In August 1914 he enlisted as a Captain in the Australian Imperial 
Force, helped to recruit the 1st Field Ambulance and was promoted M ajor 
in February 1915. He was in charge of transports ferrying wounded back 
from Gallipoli to Egypt. During these voyages he spent much of his time 
operating, earning the nickname 'Lightning' for his swift and deft surgical 
technique. He moved with No.3 Australian General Hospital to England 
in September, then to Abbeville, France, in March 1917 and during the 
heavy fighting at Y pres often operated for sixteen hours a day. He had been 
promoted Lieutenant-C olonel in February. Eventually his health broke down, 
and he was repatriated late in 1917. 


Back in Sydney, Poate conducted a busy private practice, operating mainly 
at R.PA.H. He regularly undertook country tours in a chartered Tiger 
M oth aircraft. In 1929 he was appointed consulting surgeon to the Royal 
Australian Air Force, and was Group Captain during World War II. In 1938 
he became lecturer in postgraduate surgery and director of the surgical unit 


at Prince H enry H ospital. 


Deeply interested in the Order of St John of Jerusalem, Poate joined the St 
John Ambulance Brigade in 1913 and was State commissioner in 1929-42; 
the brigade flourished under his direction. He influenced all areas of the 
work of the order and its relations with its English headquarters and the 
Crown; in 1935 he was appointed Knight of Grace. When a commandery 
was formed to unite the order's State branches in 1942, Poate became its 
administrative head. In 1947, when the commandery was granted priory 
status as an independent branch of the English order, Poate became its chief 
executive as sub-prior, then chancellor. Under his direction, St John rose 
to national prominence as a voluntary agency specializing in health care 
and training. In 1955 he became the first Australian to be promoted bailiff 


grand cross. 


Appointed M .V.O. in 1947 and knighted in 1952. He died on 26 January 
1961 at his Bellevue HiIl home and was cremated with Anglican rites. His 
portrait by Joshua Smith hangs in the headquarters of St John Ambulance 
Australia, Canberra. Thereisa plaquein his honour at St Andrews Cathedral, 


George & Bathurst Streets, Sydney, N SW. 


The Sir Hugh Poate Training Centre, named in his honour, is located in 
Blaxland in the Blue M ountains, west of Sydney. It consists of dormitory 
accommodation, training rooms, main hall and parade ground and 
some bushland area. This facility is used for training St John Ambulance 


volunteers.

According to records held by the Australian War M emorial, their extensive 
collection of artefacts includes a diary written by the same Capt. H erbert 
Joseph McCarthy (AWM reference file IDRL/0424).

The map poster is supposedly a piece of starched bedsheet. The consignor 
had the map framed and he stated that the framer showed him a section of 
the map that had been repaired with a small, sewn in patch, thus confirming 
that it is indeed made of a linen material. This of course makes perfect sense 
if we make the assumption that the map has been signed when the various 
signatories have been passing through a particular hospital or a hospital 
recovery area where the map has been permanently located. 


H .E.Robinson did produce a map of the Dardanelles c1915 which showed 
the landing place of the Anzacs. The company became very busy during 
the war as there was a strong demand for maps that showed various battle 
locations in the M editerranean and Europe and these were updated as more 
information was released that showed the progress of the allies. 


One of their Gallipoli maps was published for Gerald R. Campbell, April 
12, 1916, with proceeds from sales to go to the War Fund. This was 
probably Colonel Gerald Ross Campbell, Sea Transport Command, who 
was involved in the transportation of troops between Australia and various 
destinations. 


Four of thenames on the Gallipoli map poster that only came into use after 
the landing on 25 April are Walker’s Ridge named after Brig-Gen H arold 
Walker who commanded NZ Infantry at the landing and established his 
headquarters at that time around what became known as Walkers Ridge. 
Another name is Shrapnel Valley so called because in the early days after 
the landing it was the main route up from the beach area to the frontline. 
A third distinctive name on the map is Quins (sic) post, named after M ajor 
Hugh Quinn of 15 Bn, who garrisoned this position on 29 April and held it 
for nearly one week despite fierce Turkish attacks. H ewas killed hereon 29 
M ay. The last name used is Anzac, a name that was recommended for use 
by General Birdwood. On the 29 April he recommended that the original 
landing site be called Anzac Cove and the surrounding area occupied by his 
troops be called Anzac. Interestingly, Anzac Coveis not marked on the map 
but Anzac is shown. It is also noted that Gaba Tepe is spelt Gaba Tepeh. 


Approximately one quarter of the signatories’ service records have been 
checked. One of the signatures belongs to Private George Pappas of 13 Bn 
who was awarded a DCM for gallantry at Gallipoli on 4th M ay near Gaba 
Tepe. H e volunteered to bring in a wounded man under heavy machine gun 
fire and succeeded in carrying him to a safe place. Pte Pappas was wounded 
in the head on 29 M ay and subsequently retuned to Australia on 15 August 
and was discharged. H is award was promulgated in the London Gazette on 
15 July 1915, after he was wounded but before he returned to Australia. 
W hen hesigned the map, hehas written DCM after hisnameso presumably 
he has signed after 15 J uly. 


Another signature belongs to Fred Glover, 6/1186, who was aN ew Zealand 
soldier wounded in action. He was sent to Cairo on 10 June 1915 and 
returned to N ew Zealand on 15 July and then discharged on 2 October. 


A third signature of interest is that of George John Tracy, London 
Convalescent Department AAM C. For atime he was working as a masseur 
treating convalescing wounded. H ealso served on HM AT Runic. H ethought 
he was entitled to the 1914-15 Star but his request was rejected because 
as a member of the Convalescent Depot he did not land in a theatre of 
war prior to midnight on 31 December 1915 and as the transport ‘Runic’ 
was not a hospital ship he did not qualify for the medal. O bviously he has 
been in the location of the map poster and more than likely this was ina 
convalescent area. 


This check of signatures has also revealed that almost all those examined were 
sent to hospital as wounded, injured or ill. The chances of this many people 
signing before going into action at Gallipoli and then being hospitalised is 
virtually impossible odds so it appears the poster was signed after the men 
were injured. 


Was it signed on the return trip to Australia? N ot likely as the men were on 
different ships and the ships arrived at different cities. 


Was it signed after the war? No, because at least one of the signatories 
returned to Australia then returned overseas and subsequently died of illness 
in France on 24 July 1917. 


One name checked was posted as a deserter on 8 June 1915. There is no 
record of him ever going to Gallipoli and he was awarded no medals because 
of his desertion. He was in the UK on 15 February so between that date 
and the date of desertion he could have visited someone at a hospital or 
recuperation area and signed the poster under false pretences. 


There are a few other signatures which are unexplained. Two appear to 
be of American servicemen, both from Texas and another two are signed 
without rank, one with Rabaul after name and the other with M adang, 
Friedrich-W ilhelmshafen (the old German name for M adang). Perhaps 
the Americans were also injured and in hospital or recuperating and the 
other two signatures were of staff or seamen involved in the treatment or 
repatriation of wounded. 


Based on the above details it would appear therefore that the map poster 
was probably signed over a period of time by various soldiers as they passed 
through a hospital or convalescing area.

Accident report: Lockheed H udson FH 430 took off from RAF Vavunia at 
0555 hours on 30th April 1943, detailed to carry out an anti-submarine 
NE detector patrol B& C. Onreturn from the patrol the Pilot was ordered 
to carry out an anti-aircraft gun co-operation exercise so on returning, the 
pilot dived down to the runway and flew from oneend to the other about 5 
feet off the ground. Hethen pulled up sharply and climbed to approx 3,000 
feet. From approx 2,500 feet he apparently sighted a gun-post position as 
a target and dived straight on the gun position at about a 30 degree angle 
of dive. He failed to pull out at a reasonable height, and it was not until he 
was approx 100 feet from the ground that any apparent effort was made to 
pull out. Owing to the high speed the aircraft had gathered in the dive and 
to the terrific strain imposed on pulling out, the wings of the aircraft pulled 
back and the fuselage continued on to crash into trees approx 50 yards 
from the runway at RAF Vavunia. The aircraft crashed at 1145 hours and 
all the crew were killed.

Capt Charles M oore Stevenson died at Sydney in February 1909 at the age 
of 49. His death was a devastating blow on the community of Kiama where 
he was held in very high regard. Flags were flown at half mast and some 
businesses closed out of respect for his passing. His funeral was conducted 
with full military honours with participation by a large military contingent 
and also a large representative of the M asonic Lodge due to his elevated 
position within that organisation. 


On 31M ay 1909 a large gathering of residents of Kiama was held near the 
drill hill to witness the unveiling of amemorial obelisk erected by the officers, 
NCOs and men of E Company, First Battalion, 2nd A.I.R. in memory of 
Capt Stevenson who served with the 2nd Regiment from 25 October 1886 
to 11 February 1909.

James M cKenna was born in M onaghan in 1837. H eenlisted in the Taranaki 
M ilitary Settlersin M elbourne, Australia and arrived in N ew Zealand aboard 
the ship Choice. H e served at Kaitake Ranges on 24 M arch 1864 and later 
took part in the engagement at TeA huahu on 6 April 1864 where hewasone 
of five men of the M elbourne Contingent who were wounded. His wound 
comprised a rifle ball in the left side while his commanding officer (Captain 
Lloyd of the 57th Regiment) was killed. 43 men of the Taranaki M ilitary 
Settlers took part in the engagement. T his was the first H au H au action and 
the mutilation of thedead and wounded was horrific. Cannibalistic rites were 
performed by the H au H au M aori. Private M cK enna was later involved in 
outpost duty and again came under fire. He took his discharge from the 
Taranaki M ilitary Settlers in April 1865, presumably having served the one 
year required before joining the Taranaki Cavalry Volunteers. 


In 1882 McKenna, by now having settled on his farm land grant, was 
presented with his New Zealand M edal by Premier Sir Harry Atkinson. 
In 1897 M cKenna sold his grant and his war pension and settled in South 
Africa where he sought his fortune on the gold fields. He caught malaria 
and was hospitalized in the Bulawayo Field H ospital. In his absence natives 
looted his camp and took all his possessions including his New Zealand 
M edal and discharge papers. Perhaps to earn a fare back to N ew Zealand 
M cK enna served as a mercenary during the Boer War - following which he 
returned to New Zealand. At some stage upon his return to N ew Zealand 
M cK enna resided in Wellington. In 1912 he applied for a replacement N ew 
Zealand M edal in order to obtain a M ilitary Pension. The medal was duly 
issued to M cKenna, who was in very poor health. M cK enna was admitted 
to the O'Connor M emorial Institute Home at Westport where he died a 
pauper in September or October 1919. He was buried in a pauper’s grave 
and despite efforts by the H ome he was not accorded a military funeral. The 
N ew Zealand M edal isthereplacement issued to M cK enna in 1912 after the 
theft of his original medal in South Africa. There were 214 N ew Zealand 
War M edals awarded to the Taranaki M ilitary Settlers.

After attending St Peter’s College in Adelaide Alexander Kennedy studied at Adelaide University and while still a student there he was selected by 
Douglas M awson, who had been a lecturer at Adelaide University, to join his AAE (Australian Antarctic Expedition) on the SY Aurora. H ereceived 
special tuition to enable him to serve as magnetician at the Western Base (Queen M ary’s Land). He participated in several sledging excursions and 
accompanied J ohn Wild, Leader of the Queen M ary Land wintering station, as cartographer for his main eastern journey. 


Cape Kennedy, a point on the east side of M elba Peninsula, approximately 6.5 kilometres south west of David Island is named in his honour after 
it was discovered by the Western Base Party of the AAE, 1911-14. 


In 1914 Kennedy was appointed as M agnetic O bserver for the Carnegie Institute in Washington, USA and then in 1915 completed a Bachelor of 
Engineering degree at the University of Adelaide. He served with the AIF (M ining Corps, 3 Tunnelling Coy) in World War I, from 1916 to 1918. 
Alexander also held a Diploma in M ining and a Fellowship of South Australian School of M ines. 


From 1921 Kennedy was Chief Assistant at Adelaide Observatory and in 1924 he was Assistant at Mt Stromlo Observatory, Australian Capital 
Territory. H ereturned to theAntarctic in 1930 serving as magnetician on BAN ZARE (British Australian N ew Zealand Antarctic R esearch Expedition) 
led by the now knighted Sir Douglas M awson in Discovery's second voyage.

On 23 April 1949 she 
married Arthur Edward Gordon Strong (Colonel). She established a medical 
practice at Nabiac, on the mid north coast of N.S.W. Dr Redshaw was a 
member of various organisations including President of Western Pacific 
Region of the International M edical Women’s Association, Commissioner 
in the Planning Environment Commission for 6 years, involvement with 
the Public Education Program of the Alcohol Committee of the M anning 
River District H ospital, and twelve years on the Council of the Australian 
M edical Association. She was also a J ustice of the Peace involved with the 
N SW Women Justices’ Association and held the positions of President and 
Patron of theN orthern N SW Federation of J ustices of the Peace. In 1966 Dr 
Redshaw made history when in America she was the first Australian to be 
elected a director of Quota International, an organisation for women similar 
to Rotary. In 1948 she was also the first women’s ship surgeon - Orient 
Lines’ SS Orontes’.

‘On 9th April 1917 near Boursies Sgt Whittle was in command of a platoon when the enemy, under cover of an intense barrage of artillery smoke 
and bombs, attacked the small trench he was holding. O wing to weight of numbers the enemy succeeded in entering the trench and it was only by 
Sgt W hittle's personally collecting all available men and charging the enemy that the position was regained. This section of trench had only been 
captured the previous night and was in a commanding position for the defence of Boursies. 


On 15th April 1917, when the enemy broke through the left of our line to Lagnicourt, Sgt Whittle'’s platoon had to retreat to the sunken road 
to the East of that village. H ere again Sgt Whittle’s own splendid example was the means of keeping the men well in hand. After his platoon was 
established in its new position, it began to suffer heavy casualties and the enemy endeavoured to bring up a machine gun to enfilade the road. As the 
enemy machine gunners were fixing the gun, Sgt Whittle single: handed rushed across the bullet swept slope and attacked the gun crew with bombs. 
H e succeeded in killing the whole crew and in bringing back the machine gun to our position. 


The actions of this N.C.O. cannot be too highly rewarded. H is example at all times under the most trying circumstances was certainly a stimulus to 
the gallant manner in which his platoon successfully drove back the enemy attacks.'

H orace William (Slim) (So nicknamed due to his slender build, made even more exaggerated by his height of 184cm) M adden, fruiterer's assistant, age 18, born 
at Cronulla, Sydney, N SW; mobilized in the M ilitia 26M ay1942 and posted to the 114th Australian General H ospital, Goulburn, N SW; Trf to AIF Aug1943; 
served in N ew Guinea with 8th Field Ambulance and on Bougainville with 5th M otor Ambulance Convoy Platoon; he then served with 253rd Supply Depot 
Platoon stationed on M orotai before being sent to Japan as part of the British Commonwealth Occupation Force; RTA and Disch.02Jun1947 in Sydney; 
worked aS a male nurse at M orisset M ental H ospital for about two years and then as a moulder; Enl.19Aug1950 for service in Korea with 3rd Battalion, Royal 
Australian Regiment; joined 3RAR asadriver in November 1950, then volunteered to becomea linesman in the Signals Platoon which worked in below-freezing 
temperatures to maintain communications with forward elements of the battalion; on the evening of 23Apr1951 the Chinese attacked 3RAR'Ss positions near 
K apyong and concussed by enemy fire, M adden was surrounded on the following day and captured as were Cpl Bob Parker and Pte Keith Gwyther, then for 
the next few days the three of them were forced to recover wounded Chinese soldiers and were exposed to attacks by United N ations Command aircraft. 


Although suffering the effects of concussion, Slim M adden recovered quickly and helped Australian and other U.N. POWs on their arduous march to the 
notorious 'Bean Camp’. H e showed defiance and refused to co-operate with the Chinese. 


T hey beat him repeatedly and subjected him to other forms of maltreatment, but he remained cheerful and optimistic. H is health deteriorated, and his condition 
was exacerbated by his willingness to share the little food he had with men in a worse state than he. 


M adden was among the sick and wounded prisoners moved to 'the Caves' at Kangdong. In late O ctober the Chinese forced them to march to Pingchong-N i, 
a distance of about 225 km. M adden collapsed and had to be transported by cart. Although he survived the journey, he died of malnutrition on 6 November 
1951. 


After the war had ended, his remains were recovered in 1955 (Operation Glory) and reburied in the United N ations M emorial Cemetery at Pusan, Pusan 
M etropolitan City, South Korea, Plot: Location : 35-9-2 GraveNo : 2978. 


Pte Keith Gwyther said of him: 'Slim was a real hero-and didn't know it. He became a sort of legend. He didn't try to be like that-it was just the way he was 
made. N othing could make him co-operate with the enemy'. 


In 1955 M adden was posthumously awarded the George Cross. He was also entitled to the USA Presidential Unit Citation. 

Pte M adden is commemorated at George Cross Park, M oten St, Campbell, Canberra along with other George Cross recipients. H eis oneof only 14 direct GC 
recipients, 9 only of these being for Defence Force service, five of which were posthumous awards. Two of the awards were for the Cowra POW Camp break 
out, four for mine diffusion, one for the Voyager collision and one other during WWII for fortitude while a POW and then M adden's for fortitude while a 
POW in the Korean War. There are two other 'Service' recipents but they were exchange recipients for the Albert M edal, one of these a peace-time award.

HM AS Parramatta was assigned to the Red Sea Force in July 1940, and 
arrived in Aden at the month's end. The sloop was later transferred to the 
M editerranean Fleet. While in the M editerranean, Parramatta was one of 
several warships used to supply and support the Allied forces besieged at 
Tobruk, and appropriately nicknamed the Tobruk Ferry Service. While 
operating off Tobruk on 24 June 1941, Parramatta, the British sloop HMS 
Auckland, and the petrol carrier Pass of Balmaha were attacked by over 
70 dive bombers. The Australian warship shot down three aircraft during 
the engagement without receiving major damage, but Auckland was sunk. 
Parramatta later helped recover the 164 survivors. 


On 25 Nov 1941, HMAS Parramatta and HM S Avon Vale left Alexandria 
escorting the ammunition ship Hanne on the run into Tobruk. Near to 
midnight on 26 November the ships were about 25 miles north of Bardia, 
in a ‘pitch black dark raining night’ when she was hit amidships by a single 
torpedo from U-559 under the command of Hans H eidtmann. This caused 
a catastrophic explosion inside her magazine that tore the ship apart. The 
damage was so significant that the sloop’s captain only had time to order 
‘abandon ship’ before Parramatta rolled to starboard. 


About 30 survivors, including two officers clung to a raft that floated between 
the debris. Of the 161 officers and crew and 12 British M arines on board, 
all were lost except 22 of the crew and one British M arine. 


The sloop’s wartime service was later recognised by the battle honour 
‘Libya 1941’, 


AB A.E. M yers was in Director Control when the ship was torpedoed and 
as he ‘hit the water’ his watch stopped at 12.41am. With other survivors he 
climbed on to one of the propeller blades and sat there until a depth charge 
rolled loose over the side, at which time he swam to the French Float (used 
for mine-sweeping) that had been floating near the ship. Approaching on the 
horizon was the destroyer H.M . Avon Vale, as she moved closer he decided 
to swim to her. A jacent to the ship and after several attempts to get him 
on board, he managed to catch the last lifebelt thrown and was pulled on 
board after 3 1/ 2 hours in the water.

Sturt de Burgh Griffith, was born 15Aug 1905 at Manly, Sydney, NSW, 
the son of a patent attorney and member of the Legislative Assembly. He 
attended school at Sydney Church of England Grammar School (Shore) and 
later graduated from the University of Sydney as a Bachelor of Engineering 
in 1928. While at school he was in the senior cadets and then the ilitia. In 
December 1925 he joined the Citizen Air Force (CAF) and graduated with 
a distinguished pass in his pilot training at Point Cook, Victoria. He was 
commissioned in April 1926 and attached to No.3 Sqn at Richmond Air 
Force Base, N SW. H ewent to Canberra in 1927 to participatein the opening 
of parliament house ceremonies. 


On 1 August 1928 he flew a De Havilland Al1-25 to Sydney Harbour 
with Paramount Cinema photographer E ‘Buddy’ Cremer on board with 
the intention of photographing the arrival of four RAF Southampton 
Supermarine flying boats. At about 2pm while flying above the harbour at 
1,000 feet the plane hovered with a stalled engineand suddenly dropped from 
the sky. Pilot Griffith was able to partially level it out before crashing into 
the water opposite Bradley's H ead. He received cuts to his face and hands 
from hitting the windscreen and fortunately his passenger was shaken but 
unharmed. Within ten minutes a N aval launch from Garden Island rescued 
them and then Griffith and Commander A.V. Heriot of Garden Island 
supervised salvage of the aircraft. 


Griffith transferred to the CAF Reserve in 1934 with the rank of Flight 
Lieutenant and following the outbreak of World War II hewas mobilized for 
full-time servicein the RAAF in September 1939. HewasCO of No.22 Sqn at 
Richmond in 1940-41 before being posted to Canberra wherehecommanded 
the RAAF Station and the School of Army Co-operation which trained air 
officers supporting ground troops. This school later was renamed School 
of Air Support and then School of Land/Air Warfare. H e was promoted to 
Temporary Wing Commander in October 1941 and awarded the Air Force 
Cross in the 1942 N ew Year's H onours. 
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In January 1942 he was posted as commander of RAAF Station Darwin 
taking office less than three weeks before the first Japanese air raid on 
19 February. Following the raids accusations of incompetence were made 
against him resulting in a commission of inquiry into events of the day. Sir 
Charles Lowe found that some of the blame for the events must rest with 
Griffith and basically said Griffith was incompetent and lacking in leadership. 
H owever, Air ViceM arshall W.D. Bostock came to his defence. Unfortunately, 
Griffith's actions in some part had been caused by a cumbersome command 
structure which had constrained his authority. Though it was thought his 
decisions were reasonable under the circumstances, he never held another 
operational command. 


He took command of No.7 Sqn at Bairnsdale, Victoria in April 1942 and 
in June was posted to No.5 M aintenance Group, Sydney and promoted to 
Temporary Group Captain in December 1943. In the same month he took 
command of No.1 Aircraft Depot, Laverton, Victoria. In October 1945 he 
transferred back to the reserve force and resumed his civilian occupation of 
patent and trademark attorney and consultant engineer. Hewasa Councillor 
(1932-51) and President (1947-48) of the Patent& Trade M ark Attorneys 
of Australia. 


Sturt de Burgh Griffith was appointed motoring correspondent for The 
Sydney M orning Herald in 1950 and compilations of his articles appeared 
annually for some years from 1959. His reports were of such a high standard 
and so well regarded that they could 'make or break' a new model. H ealso 
published several books on small cars. His employment with the H erald 
continued until December 1976. H edied on 14 December 1979 at Concord 
Repatriation General H ospital.

In Korea, Wilson was Section Leader 6 Platoon, B Coy. Following is a brief account of the action where he was awarded the M ilitary M edal. ‘The platoon 
then attacked the first line of trenches in the centre of the hilltop, peppering the enemy with machine gun fire and grenades. But as the Australians crossed 
that line of trenches they were attacked from the rear by Chinese soldiers who had now come out from previously protected positions. The Diggers replied 
with Owen guns and phosphorus grenades, throwing their bombs down tunnels where the entrances were visible. Suddenly a Chinese machine gun opened 
up from just ten metres on a forward section of No.6 Platoon, led by Corporal M .E. Wilson, but the corporal ran out towards the enemy gun and, throwing 


grenades at the position, killed the gunner. 
The Chinese quickly disappeared into the deep labyrinth of their tunnels and brought down heavy mortar fire on top of their own defences. Casualties among 


the Australians were rapidly mounting and so, towards 12.30am, Captain Richardson ordered his men out. B Company had lost one man killed, two missing 
and twenty four wounded; the Chinese, twelve killed. Several Australians were decorated for their part in the action; Wilson received a M ilitary M edal, 


Zwolanski a US Bronze Star and Captain Richardson a M ilitary Cross.

She was famous for her duel with USS President on 15 January 1815, in 
which she caught the American frigate and forced her to strike, which led 
to the President’s final capture some hours later.

Samuel H orsford was born at Bridgewater, Somerset, and came to N ew 
Zealand on the 'Queen of Beauty’ in 1863. He was 5' 7" in height, with a 
fair complexion, brown hair and blue eyes. He belonged to the Church of 
England, his occupation was as a farmer. 


On 1st September 1863, aged 21, Horsford enlisted in the 1st Waikato 
Regiment at Otahuhu. He was five years as a Sergeant in this Regiment, 
served with the Armed Constabulary, Waipiti Station, Taranaki District, 
where he was two years and six months a Sergeant M ajor. H ewas dismissed 
from the Armed Constabulary on 21 M arch 1873. Horsford was awarded 
the New Zealand War M edal for distinguished service in the field at 
W hakamaramara in January 1867 and at N gatapa on 31 December 1868, 
and 1-4 January 1869.

N ote: When B. Day’s medal was sold, the last clasp was reported missing 
by the new owner despite it having been sent to the expedition’s office for 
issue to B. Day. In fact in a letter included with this lot, Mr Day states that 
he did have this missing clasp so what happened to it remains a mystery. 
A replacement was not supplied as the new owner of the medal was not a 
member of the recipient’s family. 


Bernard Day left the service of the N ew Arrol-Johnston M otor Car Company 
in 1907 to join Shackleton’s British Antarctic Expedition 1907-09 as 
electrician and motor expert. H e was in charge of the first motor car in the 
Antarctic, a new Arrol-Johnston, fitted with a special air cooled engine. 
Although the car proved unsuitable for usein soft snow, it did much useful 
work hauling store-sledges on the sea ice of M cM urdo Sound. 


Day’s second expedition was with Captain R.F. Scott’s ill-fated British 
Antarctic Expedition 1910-13 which he joined as motor engineer in charge 
of two motor tractors. He was the first man to drive a tractor on the Ross 
|ce Shelf, where the tractors assisted with hauling stores until engine trouble 
stopped them. Day and his companions man-hauled to a point about 220 
miles along Scott’s route to the pole.

A more detailed account of the events at Trimdon Grange on 19 November 1926 is as follows: During industrial depressions it was the practice of miners, at 
least in County Durham, to dig for discarded coal in the pit heaps. At Trimdon Grange two local men entered an abandoned cavern to obtain coal when the 
sides caved in, partially burying H erbert O wens, age 21, of Oswald Row. His perilous position was soon realised, but while men were tunnelling to extricate 
him, a further collapse of the sides took place, completely burying the men. 


The would-be rescuers increased their efforts to release O wens, and three times ropes were passed under his shoulders and attempts made to pull him out. The 
unfortunate man, however, was wedged in and the sides continued to fall. Shoring the sides with timber was resorted to. At five p.m. it was decided to make 
a new tunnel into the heap to endeavour to release him, and shifts of six men, wearing gas helmets, worked frantically, but it was ten p.m. before O wen's was 
got out. His body was in avery bad condition, being almost burned, owing to the burning nature of the heap. 


Playing leading roles in this drama were two local men, John Beattie and J oseph Clark, who with total disregard of their lives faced extreme danger.

Francis Hugh Armstrong was born in 1840 and commissioned as Deputy 
Assistant Commissary General in February 1861. He saw service in the 
Commissariat Department in New Zealand and was based around the 
Auckland area. He did spend a short period of time in Taranaki and it was 
there, on 25 July 1866, that he married 17 year old Ellen Anne Shuttleworth. 
Armstrong himself was 26 at the time. 


Following his return to England Armstrong remained in the Commissariat 
Department. On 30 January 1880, whilst serving in Cyprus, he was 
promoted to the rank of Assistant Commissary General in the Transport 
Department Staff. 


Armstrong saw active service with the Commissariat and Transport Staff 
during the Egypt Campaign of 1882 and later during the Suakin Campaign 
(also Egypt) in M arch, April and M ay 1885. H ewas promoted to Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Army Service Corps on 11 December 1888 and likely spent 
the remainder of his career based at Gosport.

Born in Luton, Bedfordshire, Wilcock was educated at St Dunstan’s College 
in Catford. He had joined the 14th London Regiment (London Scottish) in 
1912 and served with them in the First World War, later transferring to the 
Q ueen’s Royal West Surrey Regiment. Wounded at Y pres, he was seconded 
into the Royal Flying Corps in June 1917 on his recovery, and he became 
a founding member of the Royal Air Force. He was awarded the Air Force 
Cross in 1919. 


At the end of the war Wilcock studied engineering at the University of 
Edinburgh before rejoining the RAF with 208 Squadron in Egypt and 
Constantinople from 1921 to 1923. He alternated between home postings 
dealing with administration, and engineering work on RAF bases (including 
in Iraq until 1932). Among his posts was assisting at the Experimental 
Establishment in Felixstowe. From July 1935 he was on administrative 
duties at Ruislip, where he founded one of the first R oyal Air Force Volunteer 
Reserve Squadrons in 1937. 


Retiring in September 1938 with the rank of Group Captain, he became a 
broker and underwriter at Lloyds of London. H ewas a Freeman of the City 
of London. On the outbreak of the Second World War he offered his services 
and was made an Air M inistry civil servant (Deputy Director of M anning), 
and ultimately roseto Senior Personnel O fficer for RAF Transport Command. 
H ewas awarded the OBE in 1944. 


A member of the Labor Party and the Fabian Society since 1921, Wilcock 
was chosen in February 1945 as one of the Labor candidates for Derby, a 
two-member constituency. He and his fellow candidate Philip N oel-Baker 
won the seat in the 1945 general election with majorities over 20,000. After 
the Boundary Commission split Derby into two single member seats, Wilcock 
was elected for Derby N orth from 1950. 
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He specialised in aviation issues, and was Chairman of a departmental 
committee on training and recruitment for civil aviation from 1946 to 1949. 
H ewas also madea Director of several aviation companies, including Derby 
Aviation. M oderate in his politics, Wilcock was not a frequent speaker in 
the House of Commons, but he was respected for his knowledge of his 
subject. He was made a Fellow of the Royal Aeronautical Society and also 
developed an interest in health, being a member of the M edical Research 
Council and a Governor of Westminster H ospital. He died at Westminster 
on 14 January 1962.
